MR8. CLARK TELLS STORY 
OF TITANIC DISASTER IN 
PLAIN UNVARNISHED WAY 
LOS ANGELES. 
April 
25.—Mrs. 
Walter M. Clark, who 
was 
saved 
from 
the 
Titanic 
wreck, 
reached 
here last night, and gave a simple, 
unvarnished story of the great sea 
tragedy. 
Mrs. Clark la the widow of 
Walter Miller Clark, son of J. Ross 
Clark of the Salt Lake Railway Co., 
her husband being one of the prom­ 
inent men who went down to death 
In tho ocoan’s depths as me Titanic 
sank. 
She detailed the striking of 
the iceberg by the Titanic at about 
11:30 Sunday night, April 
14, the 
absence of shock from the 
impact, 
the unconcerned way in which the 
passengers met the 
accident 
after 
being reassured by tho ship's officers, 


then the tragic story that 
Is 
now 
known jo ail the world. 
She said the lifeboat in which she 
was placed returned to the ship for 
other 
shrieking, 
moaning 
passen­ 
gers, after the officer in charge had 
been urged to return by the women 
in the boat; that they were rescued 
by the CarpathJa o b Monday morn­ 
ing at about 8:30; that the Carpathla 
cruised about the scene 
for 
about 
eight hours, finding no bodies; that 
the California came in 
sight 
and 
promised to remain 48 hours at the 
scene of the wreck. 
Mrs. Clark testified that the dis­ 
cipline on the Titanic after the ac­ 
cident was of lbs boat, and that she 
saw no brutal conduct 
or drunken­ 
ness.
